THe QUESTION as to the moral right or 
wrong involved in a constant attendance 
upon divine worship on Sunday can only 
be settled by every man with his own 
conscience.

NAL :—It is a deplorable characteristic of the 
political warfare of the present time that 
candidates for public office are traduced in 
the most reckless and unscrupulous manner. 
Gross libels and caricatures of public men 
are ruthlessly made without any regard to 
the truth whatever. Political openents may 
naturally be expected to resort to these 
measures but not rivals within one’s own 
party. 

In this manner, but not to this extent 
indeed, the Hon. S. Z. Bowman, the Repre- 
sentative from the Fifth District has been 
aecused of incompetency, incapacity, want 
of experience and what not. Very likely 
this may be attributed to no personal hos 
tility to Mr. Bowman, but simply to that 
obseurity of vision common to all offics 
seekers who can not perceive any good in 
any man in their way. In any event in Mr. 
Bowman's case it shows an entire want ot 
knowledge of his real merit, record and 
qualifications. Never was there a more 
preposterous charge.

Mr. Eprror:—tin your last issue, I no 
ticed an item from a Winchester cor 
respondent, in which he says: ‘‘ It seems 
the dissatisfaction with companies for 
their increase in price, has really some good 
foundation.” Now let us see what sort of a 
foundation this assumed dissatisfaction really 
jreste upon. In the year 1879 reduced 
the retail price of ice from what it had been,

All this is going on constantly, and 
yet it never occured to us to set up an im-

claim they can do better. If there is any 
question as to who has kept the price of ict 
down from the speculation prices which have 
prevailed in almost all other towns in Mas 
sachusetts, let us go back to April, 1880, and 
review some of the events connected with 
the trade in Woburn and Winchester. 
Mr. Morrill, in April last, came to us and 
wanted that we should agree with him upon 
a list of prices for the current year, saying 
that other towns had issued their list of 
prices as follows: Butchers and stores, 40 
| cents per hundred, and families 50 and 60 
cents. He said he knew of no reason why 
| we should sell ice for less than others. We 
| told him that we thought there was no good 
|reason for putting ice so high, but finally 
agreed upon the following prices: Butchers 
and stores, 30 cents, and families 50 cents, 
with conditions. The conditions were broken 
by Mr. Morrill, whereupon we reduced the 
price as follows: Butchers and stores, 274 
cents per hundred, and families 80 cents. 
This change did not eflect the season or 
| yearly customers. ‘These two will 
be supplied without any change in price at 
whatever cost. So all other trade will be at 
reasonable rates, but not at than 

half the to us, as we have not 
|.enough to carry to all of our transcient cus 
|} tomers without buying. If we attempt to 
| carry all cash and hundred customers, when 
we run out of ice and have to buy at high 
| rates, they will stop taking, and we shall find 
} ourselves carrying our season and yearly 
customers with ice that costs three times 
what we get for it.
